The Coffee County 
Commission met in regular 
session on Monday, June 25, 
at the Courthouse in 
Enterprise, and again heard a 
delegation from Bethany state 
they did not want a landfill in 
their community.

‘The bids received were - 
$12,340 (each) from Dowling 
Trucks and $12,400 (each) from 
Frank Ashe Ford. County 
Engineer Leslie Mullins stated 
the bid from Dowling included 
a S-speed transmission and 
cast wheels, while the specifi- 
cations asked for a 4-speed 
transmission and disc wheels. 
Dowling’s trucks would have 
met or exceeded the quality of 
the trucks asked for, but due to 
the variation of the specs, 
Comm. Rex Boutwell made a 
motion to t the Frank 
Ashe bid. ‘ommissioners 
Boutwell, Grant and Hornsby 
voted to accept the bid, while 
Smith, Beckham and Reeves 
abstained from voting.

Magwood Shipped To Searcy Hospital 


To Determine Sanity 


Circuit Judge Riley Green

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SENG SPOTLIGHT 
Miss Eunora Farris 
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Miss 


Miss Eunora Farris shines 
in the ‘Senior Spotlight’’ this 
week; and when we say* 
“‘shines’’ we really and truly 
mean shines! Mere words 
simply cannot describe this 
lady -- one just has to meet her 
and talk with her to see what a 
vibrant and fantastic 
personality she is! She is 
unbelievable in the fact that 
she can tell you so very much 
about Elba and its early days, 
as well as its early inhabitants, 
quite a few of whom she has 
known in her lifetime. She is 
virtually a ‘walking, talking 
history book!"’ 

Miss Eunora was born in 
Elba on February 13, 1889, 
the daughter of John Jackson 
and Elizabeth Kimmey Farris, 
both of whom were native 
Coffee Countians. 

Mr. Farris was quite an 
illustrious gentlemen, with 
many accomplishments to his 
credit, not the least of these, 
fathering 9 children of whom 5 
gitls graduated from 
Montevallo; 1 boy graduated 
from University of Alabama; 
and, another son almost 
graduated, but had to return 
home and run_ the family 
business upon the death of his 
father; and one son later 
attended Northwestern 
University in Chicago. Among 
his many accomplishments are 


Farris 


these: He was Coffee County 
Tax Assessor for 3 terms; 
before 1900, he had a store 
located on the south side of the 
square, where he sold stringed 
instruments (violins, bass 
drums, guitars) and had some 
of the Ist Victor phonographs, 
and Singer sewing machines 
which he sold thru ‘out the 
county. He used horses and 
buggies to deliver the sewing 
machines. He had the Ist 
Federal Land Bank office in 
Elba, which was established in 
1919. He also had extensive 
timber, land, and farming 
interests in Elba; and as a 
matter of fact, the Elba 
General Hospital, the Elba 
Nursing Home, the new 
cemetery and quite a few lots 
on the Brantley Highway and 
Highland Drive were a part of 
the Farris farm at one time. 
When we commented upon 
her father being a ‘‘Jack of all 
trades’’ and having so many 
occupations, Miss Eunora 
chuckled and replied, ‘‘Well, 
he had to do something --- he 
had so many mouths to feed, 
feet to shod, and minds to 
educate! And, mama always 
said she felt like she had 
reared 2 or 3 extra children 
along with us, because of all 
the company all of us children 
had. Mama kept an ‘Open 
House’’; she was a _ good 


mother,”’ 

As we stated earlier, there 
were Farris siblings, and 
Miss Eunora was the third of 
these 9 children, all of whom 
were born and reared in the 
Farris home on Claxton 
Avenue (the stately house 
across from the Dairy Queen). 

This house had been in the 
family 94 years - when it was 
sold in 1977. Mr. Farris built 
it for his bride, in the fall of 
1883, -and it wasn't quite 
finished when they wed in 
December of the same year. 
The spent their honeymoon in 
the home of Mrs. Farris’s 
sister and her husband, Dance 
and Ammie Collins, while the 
Collins’ were on a buying trip 
to New York to buy 
merchantile goods for his store 
in Elba. 

Mrs. Farris’s father, 
Mason Creed Kimmey, was a 
Captain in the Confederate 
Army, and was wounded in the 
hip in Perryville, Kentucky. He 
came home to recuperate and 
while at home, was an active 
Mason. He returned to the 
war and served in many locales 
until it was over. 

Now for some of Miss 
Eunora’s interesting and varied 
background -- she received her 
elementary and high school 
education in the Elba City 
Schools. Her college work was 
done at the University of 
Montevallo, and at Peabody 
College for Teachers in Nash- 
ville, where she received her 
B.S. and M.A. degrees. 

Upon her graduation from 
Montevallo, Miss Eunora 
began her teaching career in 
the elementary grades. She 
was in much demand as a 
primary teacher, and several 
surrounding towns offered her 
positions in this field. She 
taught in Elba for 4 years; 
Enterprise, 6 years; Bir- 
mingham, 2 years; Jasper, 2 
years; and Dothan, 2 years -- a 
total of 16 years in the 
elementary grades. 

Upon the death of her 
father in 1925, from infection 
after an operation in Montgo- 
mery at the age of 70, Miss 
Eunora resigned her position in 
the Dothan City Schools and 
returned to Elba to be with her 
mother. 


She was offered the 
position of Supervisor of 
Elementary Education in the 
Coffee County Schools. This 
place she accepted and 
continued in this position for 
32 years. 

The County Superintendents 
of Education with whom she 
worked as Supervisor were: 
Edmund Hudson, Rowe 
Watson, Wiley Eidson, A. C. 
Dunnaway, Kermit Crook, R. 
L. Farris, and Carol Peacock 
for a short time before here 


Fétirement in 1957. Mrs. 
Eunora said, ‘‘They were all 
good school men."’ 

Besides here school work, 
Miss Eunora organized many 
Parent-Teacher Associations 
among the schools of the 
county. She was a charter 
member of the Elba Study 
Club, and an early president of 
the club. In 1940, she assisted 
the State President in 
organizing Psi Chapter, Delta 
Kappa Gamma, a county-wide 
organization. She was the first 
president. This is an honor 
society for ee te and 
proved to be “Open, 
Sesame’’ for smanbets trans- 
ferring to distant chapters. 

A year after her retirement, 
Miss Eunora organized the 
Coffee County Teachers 
Association, which has grown 
to more than 100 members. 

Her next interest was in the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution. She was the 
Organizing Regent of the John 
Coffee Chapter of the D.A.R. 
in 1963. This is a patriotic, 
historical and educational 
society. It has created lasting 
interest among the members. 
She became the first Regent of 
this county-wide chapter. 

Miss Eunora is a member 
of the First Baptist Church, 
having joined at an early age. 
She has served as Sunday 
School teacher and as a 
member of the choir. She is a 
former member of the 
T.E.L.S.S. class. This class 
sends lovely gifts to its former 
members in the nursing home. 
They also send messengers to 
visit them. 

In 1951, Miss Eunora’s 
mother passed away at the age 
of 89. Her nurse, Mrs. Nora 
Lee Cauley was persuaded to 
stay on with Miss Eunora as 
companion and housekeeper. 
She stayed until 1972 when she 
retired to live with her children 
in Dothan. 

Miss Eunora continued to 
live at her home a few years. 
The 3 high school age Hudson 
girls, who lived across the 
street from her, alternated 
spending ngihts with her for a 
time. She made her home with 
her sister, Sara Rainer, for a 
while. 

An honor she has received 
and which she deservedly 
earned, and one of which she 
is quite, ‘proud, was being 
named Elba’s Woman of 
Achievement in 1967, which is 
sponsored by the Elba 
Business and Professional 
Women’s Club. 

Miss Eunora’s lifelong 
devotion has been to her family 
and her work. Her sisters are: 
Theodora Hutchison, Zelma 
Alford, ‘Ethel Smith, Bessie 
Braswell, and Sara Rainer, the 
last three of whom reside in

Elba. Her brothers are W. K. 
Farris, John J. Farris, Jr. and 
Francis A. Farris, the last two 
of whom are deceased. 
Longevity is surely a strong 
gene in the Farris clan, as only 
two of the nine children are 
deceased, their mother lived to 
the age 89. Her family 
consists of those named and 
their descendants; and when 
the Farris homeplace was 
dismantled in 1977, before 
being sold, Miss Eunora's 
many relatives came from far 
and near to get a piece of 
furniture or other momentoes 
to treasure, and for keepsakes 
of a chapter being closed in the 
era of the Farris family. 

On October 18, 1977, Miss 
Eunora was admitted to the 
Elba Nursing Home. She said 
she ‘‘likes it very much and 
feels at home here.’ Her 
sister, Mrs. Ethel Smith, is 
also there to keep her 
company. Miss Eunora says 
she ‘‘likes it so much that she 
doesn’t want to live anywhere 
else!’’ She's one of ‘Miss 
Daisy Windham's domino part- 
ners (along with Miss Mary 
Annie Mays) and the three 
“‘girls’’ play most days from 
about 1:30 til 3 or 4 o'clock. If 
she isn’t playing dominoes 
nowadays one might find her 
listening to her tapes of the 
U.S. News and World Report 
Magazine, and for a change of 
pace, she is also listening to 
tapes of Charles Lindbergh's 
‘Autobiography of Values,’’ 
two weighty subject matters - 
“eat your hearts out!’’ We 
much, much younger persons! 

Miss Eunora is ‘‘quite a 
character,’’ as one can readily 
determine from this summary 
of her long and _ useful 
productive life. 

When we left her, she was 
sitting and rocking in a rocking 
chair, about which she said, 
“This was my rocker - Mama 
had one, also, and we'd sit and 
talk and rock in our rockers in 
our home. This chair is over 
75 years old.’’ And, let us tell 
you, the chair looked just as 
new, well-kept and bright, and 
was in as good a condition as 
the energetic and fascinating 
lady who occupied it! The 
chair doesn’t show its age at 
all, and neither does it owner. 
Both have worn exceedingly 
well over the long years! 

Need we tell you, we 
enjoyed immensely meeting 
Miss Eunora Farris, and 
sincerely hope that you did, 
too! You former students of 
hers, drop by to visit her and 
everyone else at the Nursing 
Home sometime in the near 
futuré, won't you??!!!

Coffee Chapter of the D.A.R. 
in 1963, This is a patriotic, 
historical and educational 
society. It has created lasting 
interest among the members. 
She became the first Regent of 
this county-wide chapter. 

Miss Eunora is a member 
of the First Baptist Church, 
having joined at an early age. 
She has served as Sunday 
School teacher and as a 
member of the choir. She is a 
former member of the 
T.E.L.S.S. class. This class 
sends lovely gifts to its former 
members in the nursing home. 
They also send messengers to 
visit them. 

In 1951, Miss Eunora’s 
mother passed away at the age 
of 89. Her nurse, Mrs. Nora 
Lee Cauley was persuaded to 
stay on with Miss Eunora as 
companion and housekeeper. 
She stayed until 1972 when she 
retired to live with her children 
in Dothan. 

Miss Eunora continued to 
live at her home a few years. 
The 3 high school age Hudson 
girls, who lived across the 
Street from her, alternated 
spending ngihts with her for a 
time. She made her home with 
her sister, Sara Rainer, for a 
while. 

An honor she has received 
and which she deservedly 
earned, and one of which she 
is quite, ‘proud, was being 
named Elba’s Woman of 
Achievement in 1967, which is, 
sponsored by the Elba 
Business and Professional 
Women’s Club. 

Miss Eunora's lifelong 
devotion has been to her family 
and her work.

Her family 
consists of those named and 
their descendants; and when 
the Farris homeplace was 
dismantled in 1977, before 
being sold, Miss Eunora's 
many relatives came from far 
and near to get a piece of 
furniture or other momentoes 
to treasure, and for keepsakes 
of a chapter being closed in the 
era of the Farris family.

She said 
she ‘‘likes it very much and 
feels at home here.’’ Her 
sister, Mrs. Ethel Smith, is 
also there to keep her 
company.

Walleye 
Caught

Stanley Will, a petroleum 
products jobber from Jackson, 
Mississippi, had been fishing. 
for striped bass for about three 
hours on Saturday, June 9. 

About noon he hauled in a 
big fish. It wasn't a ‘‘striper,"’ 
but it was an Alabama state 
record walleye. His shad- 
baited hook had caught an 
8-lb. 9-oz. giant. The big fish 
was harvested from the Talla- 
poosa River about 300 yards 
below Thurlow Dam near Tal- 
lassee in Elmore County. 

He took the fish to Mont- 
gomery and weighed it on the 
scales at a convenience store. 
Then he put it in cold storage 
for 48 hours until Fisheries 
biologists of the Game and 
Fish Division could be con- 
tacted the following Monday. 

Fisheries biologist Jerry 
Moss verified the species and 
checked the weight and noted 
that it was ‘‘a fat, healthy 
fish.”’ 

Will's record catch ex- 
ceeded the former state record 
by five ounces. The former 
record for a walleye was held 
by Curtis Fannin of Mont- 
gomery who made his catch 
nine years ago in the Talla- 
poosa River in the same area.
